TAYLOR’S LAST NIGHT. 


He Passed It Quietly, but Had a Poor 
Breakfast. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

CARROLLTON, Mo., April 30.—The pris- 
oner passed as calm a night as could have 
been expected under the circumstances, 
never once appearing to lose in any degiee 
the show of fortitude. About 9 o’clock one 
of his attorneys, Ralph Lozier, visited him 
and told him of his efforts with Gov. Stone 
to obtain a respite. 

“Well, Bill,” said Lozier, as he prepared 
to say good-bye, we made a good fight.“ 

Tes,“ was the reply, we couldn't beat 
perjury; it’s pretty tough to die for al 
those.“ 

After Lozier’s departure, W. P. Beckett 


of Purdin, Mo., the undertaker to whom 
charge of the body has been given, came 
down and made final arrangements in this 
matter.

A short time 
after this a number of Sisters of Charity 
went to the jail and conversed with the

He busiea himself in writing until about 
11 o’clock, when he retired to his cell and 
lay down. Every now and then he would 
get up and pace the floor and then retire 
again.

Apparently his rest was 
dreamless, for not a sound disturbed the 
quiet of the place. 

Shortly before 5 o’clock he awoke and 
came out of his cell once more. He said 
he had slept well. He was evidently worn 
out, but still Per Noticing the two 
guards in the jail with him, he sat down at 
his table and wrote these words on a piece 
of paper: “One of the men guarding me is 
Harry Wilson of Linn County, and a mob- 
ber.“

say this morning. 

“No,” was his answer. If the people 
can stand it, I can.’’ 

Breakfast was brought the doomed man 
about 6 o’clock. It was not a credit to 
Sheriff Stanley or Carroll County. When 
men are about to die it is the custom to let 
them have what they want to eat. They 
are even humored with all the delicacies of 
the season, but no questions were asked 
Bill Taylor. His morning meal was brought 
him by Deputy Sheriff Shelton in a tin 
pan. It consisted of two fried eggs and 
three biscuits and a tin cup full of coffee.

Taylor found a spoon finally on his table 
and wiping it on a newspaper began to eat 
in a stoical, indifferent way.

SIXTH STORY TO BASEMENT. 
Left Arm and Left Leg Shattered and 
the Unsfertunate Man's Back 
Also Probably Broken.

John Jones, an fronworker, fell from the 
sixth floor of the Century building, under 
construction at Ninth and Olive streets, at 
noon Thursday, and in alighting on a tem- 


porary frame shed beneath and then bound- 
ing into the basement, received, besides a 
broken arm and a fractured leg and in- 
ternal injuries, perhaps a broken back. It 
is not thought that he can live. 

Jones, whose home is at 2800 South 
Broadway, had been employed by Kelly & 
Atkinson, who have the contract for the 
ironwork in the Century building. About 
two weeks ago he fell eighteen feet into 
the basement, but received only a few 
bruises about the head. 

Thursday morning he was standing on the 
brick wall which separates the auditorium 
of the theater from the rest of the un- 
finished building. He was on the very top, 
six stories up. The iron work is all in 
skeleton form and has not been filled in 
by the floors, so that a person falling goes 
clear to the bottom. 

The whistle for lunch was about to blow 
and Jones was hurrying to get in place a 
wrought iron support for a steel girder 
which would be put in after the noon hour. 

There was a crowd on the street below 
standing in the shade of the Government 
building, all looking steadily at Jones in 
his perilous position. The huge crane which 
lifts the heavy blocks of stone and trans- 
fers the iron and steel swung slowly in the 
stiff breeze that came from the southeast, 
Jones did not see it. 

The crowd below saw that he must get 
out of the way or it would push him off 
the wall. j e 

The heavy block and tackle was within 
a few feet of him when several workmen 
yelled at him simultaneously to warn him 
of the impending danger. 

But Jones did not understand the message 
sent up to him, and, judging that yoyo 4 
was falling, that perhaps the wall on whic 
he was standing was giving way or that the 
iron pillars just erected were tottering, he 
dodged, lost his balance and went spin- 
ning down through space.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I notice in the contributions to your cor- 
respondence columns a great many objec- 
tions to the different nulsances that prevail 


in our city, but I have never noticed a 
single mention of one of the worst nuis- 
ances that are to be seen on our streets, 
and that is the walking 1 that are 
becoming so numerous in St. Louis. 

These signs are a sort of frame con- 
traption so constructed that a man can 
get on the inside and carry them around 
the streets on his shoulder, and, of course, 
to make a good display of the sign or 
advertisement he carries, the carrier will 
naturally wend his way along the most 
prominent and crowded thoroughfares of 
the city, pushing and crowding through the 
streets, bumping and thumping everyone 
who does not crowd out of the way. 

The last thing that I havs noticed in 
the way of walking bulletin boards is a 
square encasement with signs on four sides 
with peepholes for the carrier to look 
through to see his way. This sign is about 
18 inches wide, 24 or 2 inches long and 
about 5 feet in height, thus making a very 
clumsy burden ‘to carry. The carrier of 
this signboard is not only a great nuisance 
to the street cars, vehicles and pedestrians, 
but runs a great risk of being run over 
himself, as the peepholes before mentioned 
are not of sufficient dimension to allow him 
to look out for himself. 

In my opinion it is about time the cijy 
authorities were looking after this mat- 
ter, for I think that it is one of the great- 
est nuisances to be found on the streets.

GEORGE MESSMER 
LEFT A DAUGHTER, 


But He Wasn’t Married, and Liti- 
gation Has Resulted. 


CALLED KATE FOSTER WIFE, 


But There Was No Legal Union, and 
His Brothers and Sisters Mold 
His Preperty. 


Behind the partition suit of Alexander. 


Messmer against Mrs. Pauline Lohrum and 
others in Judge Klein’s court there lies 
a story of love, uncrowned by formal mar- 
riage. 

Attorneys Folk and Cameron, represent- 
ing Bessie Messmer, the latter as guard- 
lan, had the case continued from Wednesday 
to June 9%, in order to accumulate proof 
that George Messmer left as his heirs a 
common-law wife and a child, and that his 
brothers and sisters have no claim to his 
property. The child is Bessie, the 9-year- 
old daughter of Kate Foster, who died 
after\the suit was begun. 

Along in the '80s George Messmer kept a 
saloon in Carondelet and lived with his 
mother, brothers and sisters on Minnesota 
avenue. Over the way resided Kate Fos- 
ter and her mother. George and Kate 
fell in love, but Mrs. Messmer objected to 
their marriage. 

George did not care to offend his mother, 
nor did he relish the delay of his wedding. 
He compromised, it is alleged by Mrs. Fos- 
ter, Kate's mother, by behaving as hus- 
band and addressing Kate as wife, with 
the understanding that he would formally 
marry her when his mother dled. 

To support this statement the attorneys 
for Bessie Messmer, Kate Foster’s child, 
have a packet of twenty letters, written 
by George Messmer while away from the 
city, and addressed to “Mrs. George Mess- 
mer, 7118 Minnesota avenue, St. Louis.” 

Mrs. Foster did not like tne compromise 
which George made between love and 
parental respect, and according to a state- 
ment which she made in a previous law sult, 
she said to him one day in 1886: 

“George, I want you to. do right by Kate 
and to straighten things okt or Tu have you 
arrested.“ 

George fell on his knees, avers Mrs. Fos- 
ter, and said: “I swear before God that 
I'll live with her as her husband and I will 
marry her when my mother dies.“ 

Mrs. Foster suggested that he might die 
before his mother, but he laughed at tha 
and renewed his promise to have a leg 
marriage. ’ g 
‘After George's interview with Mrs. Fos- 
ter Bessie was born.

He left no will, and some time after his 
death Kate Foster, on the plea that she was 
his wife and heir, brought suit in ejectment 
against his mother, brothers and sisters to 
dispossess them of two pieces of property 
in Carondelet. 

The plaintiff dismissed her suit and re- 
linquished all claims to George Messmer's 
property on the promise of the defendants 
to pay her $1,000. This money, it is claimed, 
was never paid. 


The next litigation growing out of George 
| Messmer’s romance and death is the pend- 
ing partition suit. Alexander Messmer 18 
plaintiff. The defendants are his sisters 
and brothers, namely Mrs. Paulina Loh- 
rum, John essmer, Mrs. Rosina Doll, 
Emma Messmer and Mrs. Mary Hein. Kate 
Foster, as she is called, and her child, Bes- 
sie Foster, were also named as defendants, 
and are in fact the only real defendants, 
for all the Messmers are united agains» 
them, or rather against Bessie, for her 
mother is dead. 

At the trial pictures of Geo. Messmer and 
Bessie are to be compared to show the 
close resemblance, and the ket of letters 
addressed to Mrs. George Messmer will be 
introduced to prove the common law mar- 
riage and to establish Bessie’s claim to 
George Messmer’s $4,000 estate.

Some Inside Facts of the Whilem 
Laundry Trust, 


WRUNG STOCKHOLDERS DRY. 


But the Monopely Flunked on Its Law- 
yer's Fee and He Irened 
It Hard, 
oe ee 


Much of the inside history of the local 
laundry trust was disclosed Wednesday by 
Attorney F. A. Wind during the trial of 
his suit for a $1,500 fee. 

Mr. Wind was attorney for the Grand 


Laundry Company in its injunction case 
against Meters. Hmerson and Hurster to 
prévent them from doing a washing and 
ironing Dusiness for St. Louls patrons. 

The attorney told of the formation of the 
Grand Laundry Company by the consolida- 


tion of many laundries, the owners of 
Which took stock and bonds in the syndi- 
Gate and contracted not to do business for 
themselves in St. Louis for ten years. 

Last summer Messrs. Emerson and Hurs- 
ter, who entered the syndicate, started a 
laundry in East St. Louis and solicited 
business in St. Louis. 

Mr. Wind testified that he was retained 
by the officials of the Grand Laundry Com- 
pany to enjoin Emerson and Hurster from 
evading their contract and this he was to 
do for a reasonable fee. 

He detailed the proceedings which led to 
he granting of a temporary injunction by 

udge Dillon to restrain Emerson, Hurster 
and their employes from ge | patron- 
age in St. Louis for their Bast St. Louis 
laundry. . 


Then Mr. Wind launched into an account 
of his efforts to have the opposition laun- 
drymen punished for contempt for violating 
the injunction. 

He had the Grand Laundry Company 
hire a detective to watch the wagons owned 
by Emerson and Hurster and to shadow 
their St. Louis depot. 

The detective hung like a war cloud 
about the enemy and he made nightly re- 
ports to Mr. nd at his house. 

That no one might doubt his word when 
he was put on the stand the detective got 
a camera and took photographs of Emerson 
and Hurster’s St. Louis depot, their wagons 
and drivers. 

To assist him in his work the Grand 
Laund Co., at Wind’s suggestion, hired 
four other detectives and the five sleuths 
worked 7 and night to get evidence which 
might land Emerson and Hurster in jail for 
we of court. 

Mr. ind portrayed the anxiety of his 
client, the syndicate, to have Emerson and 
Hurster brought up for contempt and after 
many days’ work by the detectives the at- 
torney felt chat he had sufficient evidence 
to land them in jail. 


Before he acted Mr. Wind proposed a 
eme to Mr. Duston, the President of the 
Grand undry Co. It was to foree Emer- 
gon and Hurster, while they were in dread 
9 — for contempt, to surrender 
their holdings of Grand Laundry Co. stocks 
and bonds. 

This scheme guited all the officials of the 
Grand Laund Co., and then Wind had 
Dmerson and Hurster cited for contempt. 

The upshot was a surrender by Emerson 
and Hurster of $23,000 in bonds and $15,100 in 
etock of the Grand Laundry Co. 

In return they were permitted to do a 
laundry business in St. Louis and the in- 
junction suit against them was dismissed.

SCENES AND INCIDENTS. 


Enermous Crowds Gather Early and 
Surround the Guarded Jail. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

CARROLLTON, Mo., April 30.—All Car- 
roll County was restless last night, and long 
before Old Sol had thought of getting up for 
his day’s work, from every quarter, down 
every country road, there came crowds of 
men to witness the execution. They came in 
buggies, in farm wagons, driving mules and 
jacks, afoot and on horseback, in twos and 
threes and ‘scores, eager and anxious over 
the sensation of the day. A man was to die, 
and even though they could not see him 
as he swung from the scaffold with the 
rope around his neck, the fascination was 
irresistible. 

Before 6 o’clock at least 500 men had 
gathered around the jail, where fifty depu- 
ties stood on guard with loaded Winches- 
ters. Every man of them was clamoring 


for a ticket and but for force of arms the 
frail stockade would surely have been 
leveled to the ground. By sun-up a wire 
rope had been stretched across the streets 
at the intersection of which stands the jail. 
It was guarded by the Hale Rifles, under 
command of Capt. Black. The men were 
in full uniform and with their bayonets 
glistening in the morning sunlight, added 
a touch of grim splendor to the scene. 

The militia assembled at the armory at 
6:30. The company consists of forty young 
men, the best blood of the town. They 
were told that in the event of trouble they 
would be expected to do their duty and fight. 
Without {mputation to their courage it may 
be said that this duty was highly distaste- 
ful to the soldiers. Many of them had 
tickets admitting them to the stockade and 
their duty as guards prevented them from 
witnessing the spectacle. Two of them were 
discussing this phase of the question this 
morning. 

“Suppose the crowd should tear down that 
stockade,”’ said one of them, what in the 
deuce would we do?“ 

* y, you darn fool,“ replied the other 
man, “if they did that we could see the 
hanging.”’ 

Virgil M. Conkling, the attorney for Tay- 
lor, who went to ashington to obtain a 
writ of error from the United States Su- 
preme Court, returned to Carrollton this 
morning. He tried eight out of the nine 
judges without success. The ninth man was 
out of the oity, and not until every hope 
was exhausted did Mr. Conkling :eturn. 

Shortiy after 7:30 Fr. Kennedy, accom- 
panies by Dr. Tull and a number of Catholic 
adias, ired to Taylor’s cell to celebrate 
mass. joined in the services. The last 
sacrament was administered to the man and 
after a half-hour the party retired. 

In the meantime preparations for the 

continued. Deputy Sheriffs fiitted 
in and out of the jail, dodging their friends, 
ho were continuously importuning them 
Tor passes. Sheriff Stanley of Carroll Coun- 
Was very busy and seemed so excited 
that be scarcely knew What end he was 
standing on. He had discarded the sporty 
gray suit with which he was adorned yes- 
terday and appeared in a full suit of black 
and a new derby hat. The Sheriff is deeply 
incensed at the insinuations in some of the 
metropolitan papers that he has moss on his 
back. This accounts for the new suit and 
sti hat. 

She Ed Allen of Linn is exercising more 
authority than Stanley, and with good right, 
as he seems to have his wits about him 
and a more thorough knowledge of the 
grewsome proceedings. 

The only regret over the affair of to-day 
that Carrollton seems to feel is the ab- 
sence of George Taylor, the brother of 
Bill, condemned to die with him for the 
same terrible crime. A last effort was made 
last night to capture him, but it was un- 
availing. report, thought to de well 
founded, reached town yesterday that 
George had been seen hiding in the brush 
twelve miles to the north of Carrollton. 
Little was said, but a posse composed of 
a number of Linn deputies and a number 
of locai men started out to run him down.

Bloodhounds were taken along and the 
search continued late into the night, but 
no trace of him was found and the posse 
returned without him, and so Bill Taylor 
died alone.

ties, where the Meeks and the Taylors 
lived, and were so well known, both last 
night and this morning brough? in crowds 
to the hanging, which made the very cars’ 
sides bulge.

Mrs. Meek and her blind son George 
are stopping with a Mrs. Calvert. §he is 
a sweet looking old lady, and when the 
Pos d- Dispatch correspondent called to see 
her she received him very kindly, There 
is something in her manner which tells 
you that if she could only see Bill Taylor 
swinging by the neck until his life — 
wrung from his wretched body that en 
she would die content. : 

Her hair is Alvered with the frost of 
sixty-six winters. Her face is wrinkled and 
her form bowed, but her eye is bright and 
when she speaks of the butcher of her son 
it dances and sparkles with an evil rage. 

“T came all the way up here,“ she said,

times I’ve said I’d like to put the rope 
around his neck with my own hands. I 
reckon it's wicked, but I can’t help it.” 

As she said these words her blind son, 
who had been sitting close by her side, list- 
ening, spoke up sharply and exclaimed:

Mra. Meeks and her son think theré were 
others besides the Taylors in the gang that 
committed the crime.

The history of the awful crime for which 
William P, Taylor suffered the death pen- 
ality has been told so often that a brief 
account of it is sufficiérit now. In May, 
1894, William P. Taylor was practicing law 
at Browning, Mo., and was cashier of the 
People’s Exchange Bank at that place. 
George E. Taylor.lived on a farm four and 
one-half miles southeast of Browning. The 
scene of the murder was on Jenkins Hill, 
on the road leading to George E. Taylor’s 


farm, and about tw and one-half miles 
from it and two miles from Browning. 
Taylors were intimate associates of Gus 
Meeks. Bill Taylor and Gus Meeks had 
rior to May 10, been jointly indicted 
dy the Grand-jury of Sullivan County for 
stealing cattle. Meeks ‘pleaded guilty. 
Taylor's case was continued. 

Meantime Bill Taylor had been charged 
with arson, and as indicted, and before 
departure for Jefferson City Meeks was 
taken to Linneus and testified against Tay- 
lor in the ars case. Meeks was after- 
ward pardoned out by the Governor, that 
he might return to Sullivan County and 
testify against Bill Taylor. 

Bill Taylor had been heard to threaten 
Meeks. On Monday preceding the killing 
Bill Taylor said to Bill Phillips: We'll get 
him out of the way if we have to shoot him 
out of the way.“ 

George and Rill Taylor made frequent vis- 
its to the home of Meeks for two weeks 
prior to the killing. During these visits 
the Taylors agreed to give Meeks $800 and 
a span of horses if he would move out of the 
country. On: ay 10 both of e Taylors 
went to Meeks’ house to start the Meeks 
family on the road. The Meeks family all 
got into the waiting wagon, except the — 2 
grandmother, and the team started south. 

The next morring little Nellie Meeks, her 
face bloody, her hair blood-clotted and filled 
with straw, wandered up to the home of 
Mrs. Carter and told her that her little sfs- 
ters were in the straw pile covered up. The 
bodies were in a field belonging to George E. 
Taylor, who, when Nellie was talking with 
Mrs. Carter, was plowing and harrowing 
the feld. 

Investigation showed all the Meeks family 
to be buried beneath the straw, their heads 
covered’ with dirt. Further search devel- 
oped the place of murder on the hill. Blood 
was found in the road, also evidence of 
some one being dragged up the hill and 
Gus Meeks’ revolver was found. 

In the wagon bed and on the running gear 
of Joe E. Taylor’s wagon there was blood. 
The defense was an alibi, but it was proven 
on trial that Geo. E. Taylor the morning 
after the murder tried to harrow out the 
wagon tracks in his field leading to and 
around the straw stack. Jerry South swore 
that Bill Taylor said to him subsequently 
that he and George were with the Meeks 
family on the night of the murder and drove 
them south as far as the stone corner.” 
And that they gave Meeks $1,000.

We con- 
demn his management of the State institu- 
tions as extravagant, inefficient and parti- 
san. We arraign him for his failure to keep 
his ante-election promises to prevent the 
competition of convict with free labor. 

Your committee recommends that there 
be only two committeemen-at-large and 
that they be selected by the State Central 
Committee. 

We favor the submission to the people by 
the next General Assembly of an amend- 
ment to the Constitution providing that the 
Legislature shall enact sultable laws to 
regulate contracts and conditions that may 
from time to time arise between employers 
and their employes. 

We believe that the present revenue sys- 
tem of the State of Illinois is inadequate 
to secure + yy in taxation and economy 
and dispatch in the levy and collection of 
general and special taxes within the city 
of Chicago. This system, though satis- 
factory in smaller elties, is obsolete, bur- 
densome in a metropolis of nearly 2,000,000 
inhabitants, representing taxable property 
of an actual value of more than $2,000,000.- 
000. To correct the existing evils we recom- 
mend that the next General Assembly 
amend the present revenue laws so as to 
provide for the consolidation of the several 
townships within the limits of the city of 
Chicago: and to further provide for creat- 
ing a board of three assessors, to be elected 
for terms of six years, in such a manner 
that one shall be elected every two years: 
and to further provide that all general 
taxes within the limits of the city of Chi- 
cago be collected by the County Collector. 

We also recommend that a more effictent,. 
just and equitable. method of levying and 
collecting special assessments fer public 
improvements be provided.

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KUHN LEFT WITH 
ANOTHER WOMAN. 


His Wife Thinks So and She 
Wants Him Punished. 


While in New Yerk Last Week the 
Defaulter Tried to Buy Dia- 
monds on Credit. 


Mrs. Charles Kuhn believes that her hus- 
band has gone with another woman. 

When he left St. Louis on April 17, after 
having secured other persons’ money to the 
extent of some $150,000, he took with him 
also over $1,000 which Mrs. Kuhn had saved 
from her pin money, besides several dia- 


mond rings. 

This fact, taken with all other circum- 
stances connected with Kuhn's departure, 
causes Mrs. Kuhn's belief that he had a 
female companion in his travels. 

A letter received in St. Louis from New 
York early this week indicates that Kuhn 
was in that city up to last Saturday. The 
letter was written before news of Kuhn's 
disappearance reached New York. It was 
addressed to a St. Louis jeweiry firm by a 
jewelry firm in New York and stated that 
Kuhn had just tried to buy $1,000 worth of 
jewelry on credit. The letter inquired as 
to Kuhn's financial standing. 

Secretary George H. Konert of the St. 
Louis firm stated to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Thursday morning that a request 
had been forwarded to New York imme- 
diately for further particulars. No reply 
had been received. r. Konert stated that 
one was expected and that a representa- 
tive of the New York firm was on his way 
o St. Louis. 

“Kuhn bought a large amount of jewelry 
from us,“ said Mr. Konert. “He is not in- 
debted to us, though. He was very fond of 
diamond rings, and at one time had at least 
forty of them, while his wife had nearly 
as many.” 


Mrs. Kuhn has apparently abandoned 
hope of seeing her husband again. 

“If I had any hope of finding him,” said 
she to a Post-Dispatch reporter, I would 
follow him and get all I could from him. 
Then I would come back to St. Louis and 
give the money to these poor women who 
have lost everything.“ 

As Mrs. Kuhn said this tears welled into 
her eyes. 

“I suspect that he has gone with some 
woman, continued Mrs. uhn, “because 
he was that kind of a man. I insisted on 
going to the Union Station with him, but 
he didn’t stay in the waiting-room. He 
walked around outside. If I'd thought then 
as I do now I'd have gone with him on the 
train a little way.“ 

Mrs. Kuhn is left in a very unfortunate 

light herself. The house in which she is 
iving is encumbered by several deeds of 
trust, she is without money, and all she 
has is her furniture. She has accepted it 
as a fact that she has been deserted. 

Thursday morning she called at Attor- 
ney Carl Otto’s office and gave him some 
information which he thinks may prove of 
value, but which he declines to disclose. 


Mr. Otto’s office was crowded with 
Kuhn's victims again Thursday. They are 
now uttering violent threats against him, 
and Kuhn would have more 90 fear from 
them probably were he to return to St. 
Louis than from the autherities.

Excellent Showing Made by the Smeke

TELLER’S THRILLING TALE, 


The Colorade Senater Makes a Strange

WASHINGTON, April 30.—In the Senate 
yesterday Mr, Teller of Colorado made an 
amazing confession concerning the passage 
of the Sherman act and the McKinley law. 

After declaring that he would not hesi- 
tate to separate himself from the party 
with which he had been allied for forty 
years if it pronounced for the gold stand- 
ard, he proceeded to tell how the Sherman 
act became a law. He confessed that the 
bullionaire Senators were bribed by the 
Sherman act to vote for the McKinley bill. 
The free coinage Republican Senators, ex- 
plained Teller, had concluded to offer a free 
coinage rider to the McKinley law, and had 
assurances from the Democratic Senators 
that they would assist to put it on. This 
w made known to the managers of the 
Mokinley bill and consternation prevailed 
among them. The silver Republicans reck- 
oned that the McKinley law would be 
worth billions to the manufacturers and 
they concluded that in order to get the 
billions the manufacturers would give the 
silver men millions. So a bargain was 
struck there and then. The McKinley Sen- 
ators agreed to pass the silver purchase 
bill in consideration of the votes of the 
Senators from the silver-producing States 
for the McKinley measure.
